At St. John Lateran, 
the afternoon, it was differ- 
ent. Such music! The service as 
conducted by the cardinal did not 
appeal to me, would not if I could 
have understood him, but my soul 
was lifted by the tones of that won- 
derful organ and the singing of that 
choir. 

From here I went to the church of 
the Holy Stairs, the marble steps 
brought by Princess Helena from Je- 
rusalem, and claimed to be the steps 
that led up to Pilate's judgment hall, 
down which the Savior walked when 
he was carried away to Calvary, and 
saw people by the scores climbing 
them on their knees, kissing each 
step, and saying a prayer to the Holy 
Virgin. It was up these same stairs 
Martin Luther was climbing, when 
it came to him that the just 
should live by faith. He walked 
down the steps, and went forth to 
shake the world. 

Our last stop was at Villefranche, 
France. From here we drove to Nice 
and Monte Carlo. Here is some of

It slackens your 
speed, but" steadies the balloon enor- 
mously, keeping her always at the 
same height and , enabling you to 
travel for quite a long time with very 
little expenditure of ballast. Trail- 
ing Is grand fun, but it has its draw- 
backs. To begin with, people you 
meet Imagine that, having descended 
so low, you wish to alight altogether, 
and chase the trail-rope in hopes of 
capturing the balloon. A good deal 
of shouting is necessary to explain 
that Is not your Intention, and some 
Individuals get quite huffy at the Idea 
that you do kot wish to alight In 
their field. The long, wriggling line 
of rope does not damage In the open 
country, but over houses and Bower- 
beds it Is a different matter, and It 
is often wiser to sacrifice a little bal- 
last and rise above other people's 
chimney-pots. On a calm day It is 
very pleasant to be able to descend 
gently to the ground by simply open- 
ing the valve; and after you have 
stayed there long enough and wish 
to go on, by discharging a small 
quantity of ballast you can easily riBe 
again to quite a good height.
